The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Kamo et al (USPN 6,589,324) teaches a surface treated metal material wherein the metal may be 
an aluminum alloy and the metal is treated by applying a chromium-free conversion coating 
layer on the metal surface followed by a resin coating layer on the chromium-free coating 
wherein the chromium-free coating may include various compounds including vanadium and 
zirconium compounds. However, Kamo et al do not teach or render obvious a protective coating 
having the instantly claimed composition.
